_ IMMIGRATION. — 
The Burixtix has much too fre- 
quently had occasion to’ remark on 
the disparagement by inference’ in the 
reports of the government, the rail- 
ways, and the aéwspapers of Canadian 
settlement in the Northwest. If a rail- 
way official, agovernment official, ora re- 
porter go through the Territories they 
see only the foreign colonies,or possibly 
the Indian reserves, and may be the 
towns. They see nothing of, or if 
they see they do not mention, the 
Canadiaie and old county settlers, 
who have made the country what it 
is, who are the country in fact, 
who are the main spring of the’ social, 
material and political progress through- 
out the country. A recent instance 
is thé publication of the amount of 
land sold by the C.P. R. in the 
Territories to people of several foreign 
nationalities. No mention is made of 
sales to Canadian settlers, and no 
distinction is madé@ between settlers 
who have purchased as immigrants, 
that i¢ with money brought from their 
former homes, and those who have 
purchased as Canadians, that is with 
money made in their present 
homes. The Canadians of the Ter- 
ritories, have no wish to minimize the 
success of any of their fellow settlers ; 
but to be peristently and systemati- 
eally left out of all public considera- 
tion asa useful force in the develop- 
ment of their own country is certainly 
aggravating. The misconcéption so 
created. has done a great deal to 
prevent that movement of Canadians 
from the east to the Canadian North- 
west instead of to the States that is 
so desirable from every point of view. 
Many Eastern Candians do not know 
that the principal part of the popu- 
lation of the Northwest is Canadian, 
sud that the social and other condi- 
tions here are just as they have them 
at home. This conspiracy of silence 
is for the purpose of recardinig the 
natural movement mentioned, and it 
has been all too successful. By the 
way it appears from the returns of 
C. P. R. land sales mentioned, that 
out of 289 foreign purchasers of C. P. 
R land two weré from Galicia. While 
all Europe purchased the above num- 
ber, the British islands, which only 
sent a very small part of the immi- 
gration’ of the year furnished 321 
purchasers. There could be no more 
striking comparison as to the respec. 
tive value of British and Galician 
immigration. 


YUKON RAILWAY EXPLORATORY SURVEY. 

Party No. 1, of the Stikine-Teslin 
railway, V.H. Dupont, chief, and A. 
T. Ker, assistant, left Edmonton July 
8th, 1898, for the junction of Finlay 
and Parsnip rivers, B.C. The object 
of the expedition was to find a practic- 
able route for a railway from the 
boundary line of the Northwest Ter. 
ritories and Britieh Columbia to the 
junction of the above rivers, This ex- 
plcration was a section of the Edmon- 
ton and Teslin lake route. The 
expedition took 60 days from Edmon- 
ton to the Finlay river. This was one 
of the fastest trips, if not the fastest, 
between these points. The supplies 
were freighted by Briek Bros. from 
Edmonton to Hudson’s Hope, Peace 
River, being delivered by the above 
firm in good time and ‘sondition. 
Brick Bros. broke the record on 
Peace River for fast transportation of 
supplies, taking 14 days frem Peace 
River Crossing to Hudson’s Hope. 
From this poimt part of the supplies 
were carried over the pertage by the 
party's pack horses and thence by 
boat to the Finlay rapids by the party 
themselves. The Finlay rapids are 
about ene mile below the junction of 
the two rivers named above. The 
distance from the portage to the 
Finlay rapids is 75 miles. This part 
of the journey took 74 days, through 
numerous rapids, the Parle pas being 
the largest. The party succeeded in 
pasting through them with prastically 
a full load, merely the top part of the 
load being taken off the boat, and 
with but an. hour's delay from the 
ordinary navigation on the other parts 
of the river. 

Between the junction of the Par- 
snip and Finlay rivers and {Hudson's 
Hope, Peace River runs between two 
ranges of mountains, which have an 
elevation of between 3,000 and 4,000 
feet above the level of Peace River. 
The peaks of some of the mountains 
have snow on them the year round. 
The tops of the mountains are bare of 
vegetation. Mount Selwyn is the 
higest point of the eastern range 
slong the rivers, and has an elevation 
of 6,240 feet above sea level. It was 


tion, who succeeded in reaching the 
summit, where potion’ a wide 
spread view of the sirréunding coun 
try, presenting to him a grand pano- 
rama of mountain peake capped with 
soon the year round, as far as the eye 
cou 

Peace River has a fall of about 1} 
feet per mile on-an average from the 
junction of the Parsnip: and Finlay to 
the canon, and presents no serious 
obstacles to navigation, with the ex- 
ception of the Parle pas and Finlay 
rapids, when it is necessary to portage 
supplies and other freight. Peace 
River cation, which is about 24 miles 
long, présénts the appearance of 
large canial, cut through the mountains 
by. the river, the walls of tiié canon 
ny from 100 to 400 feet high. It 
has’ takei® ages to make the channel 


through which it runs at the present 
tinie). the old bed of the canon being 
sae séén over 150 feet above the 
river Where it now rots! The proo: 
of this is seen in a series of deep wells 
cut in the solid rock by whirling 
boulders caused by the eddies of the 
river, being similar to such wells on 
the level of the river as it runs now. 
These wells are 15 to 20 feet deep and 
from two to feur feet in diameter, their 
walls being worn smooth awd polished 
by the constant rubbing of the bould- 
ers as they turned for centuries. The 
banks ofthe canon are composed of a 
series of sandstone ledges with cut 
banks,clay covering the top, with numer- 
ouscoal séame showing clearly. These 
are from one to six feet thick, and 
the coal is of good quality, similar to 
the coal mined at Edmonton. Three 
miles from the mouth of the canon 
there is an island which presents at 
distance the appearance of a large 
ship of war of the old wooden pattern, 
with their numerous port holes. This is- 
land stands about 30ft. out of the river, 
having been cut out in this peculiar 
way by the river in the years gone by. 
The fall of the river through the canon 
is about 270 feet in 23 miles, and a 
series of rapids from its mouth to 
Hudson’s Hope. Navigation, al- 
though dangerous is not impossible at 
certain times of the year to expert 
boatmen ; but there is nothing to be 
gained by attempting to go through. 

From Hudson’s Hope to the bound- 
ary line between the Northwest Ter- 
ritories and British Columbia the 
banks of the Peace are practically 
level, and are of an elevation of be- 
tween 700 to 900 feet above the 
river. The country is mostly covered 
by ajthick growth of spruce and poplar, 
with occasional open parts caused by 
fires in past years. The river banks 
are cut off by deep gullies. 

The party left Hudson’s Hope on 
November 24th ’98, and arrived in 
Edmonton on Jan. 2ist. Part of the 
delay in the homeward journey 
was caused by the ice on the rivers 
not being strong enough to carry the 

orses. The actual time of travelling 
from Hudson's Hope to Edmonton 
was 43 days, the distance travelled 
being 560 miles. The route taken on 
the return journey was down the 
Peace to the Crossing, thence overland 
to Lesser Slave lake, down the lake to 
Lesser Slave river to Athabasca river, 
following that river to the Landing 
and thence overland to Edmonton. 
The time from the Landing to the city 
was 48 hour. 

Regarding the weather, it has been 
remarkable for its mildneas, with the 
exception of one week’s cold weather, 


one day being 60° below zero. 


FROM CIRCLE CITY. 

H. Anthony, who went to the Yukon 
last spring by the Mackenzie route, 
writes to Jas. Lauder, Sr., from Circle 
City, Alaska, under date of Oct. Ist. 

Since writing you last I have been 
up to Dawson City. It is quite a 
place and there is any quantity of 
money there, but it is too late to think 
of getting claims, Wages are down to 
$100 per month at the mines, which is 
equal to less than a dollar a day in 
Edmonton. Board is $25 per week. 
Flour $16 per 100, and everything 
else in proportion. The saloons and 
gambling houses are doing a rushing 
business, and are run wide open, day 
and night. I saw Billy Lloyd there, 
(who went to the Yukon frem Edmon- 
ton in the 80's.) He is running the 
Combination saloon and theatre. He 
has not changed at all excepting he is 
a little bald and grey haired. I saw 
eight mules come down from the mines 
one day loaded with dust, 200 lbs. on 
each animal. There were about 20,000 
people there when I was up, but 
everyone said the crowd was sma! 
to what it had been earlierin the 
season. I also saw the “Geiser” at 
Dawson, (Jas. Cameron, at one time 
of Edmonton). He came over by Skag- 
way with cattle. I saw all the Edmon- 

ton gang. Bill and Mel. Matheson, 
Hardisty, McNeill, Fred Taylor, Alex. 
Adamson, Fred Robertson, Campbell 
Young and Harry Woodward. (Gib- 
ney drowned). Fred Robertson has 
aclaim on Dominion Creek, and I 
think it will turn out O. K. I think 
he is the only one who has a claim. 
As I did not see any show at Dawson 
Iecame back to Alaska. I have five 
claims in the Charlie river district, on 
discoveries made this fall. One thous- 
and feet on Marie creek, 1,000 feet on 
Fine gold, 250 on Derwent creek, 
1,000 feet on Big Bonanza and 500 
feet on Comstock Gulch. I just hap- 
pened to strike the discoverers as they 
were coming out and went right in

This place is quiet at present, but they 
look forward to busy times this winter

This town is about the size 
of Edmonton 10 years ago. A troep 
of 80 American soldiers landed here 
two days ago. There are over 50 
steamboats running on the Yukon so [

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FORT SASKATCHEWAN 
TO WHITEFISH 

Leaving Fort Saskatchewan and 
going due west we pass, four miles 
out, the Josephburg district, largely 
settled by Germans, and the remainder 
English. One is struck with the 
thriving. appearace of the country, 
particularly when we know it is only 
seven years since it was virgin prairie. 
Now it looks as if every homestead 
had a well-to-do settler on it, all 
seeming contented and prosperous. 
A fine school house and generally lots 
of children to send to it. 


A little further on we came to the 
Moravian settlement, called the 
Brotherhood. A marvel for the time. 
They were still iater starting than 
Josephburg, but are fast coming up to 
it in the way of improvements. They 
have one of the best log churehes we 
ever saw; large, high and well put 
up; the timber having all been whip 
sawed. It is very well constructed, 
reflects much credit on the builders. 


This portion of country has also a 
very good percentage of English 
speaking people in it, who are not any 
behind the others in developing it. 
Some came in five or six years ago, 
nearly single handed, who now raiee 
between three and four thousand 
bushels of grain, most of their wheat 
bringing tep prices. Todo so I need 
hardly remind you they must have 
considerable surroundings. 

Now we come to the old Victoria 
trail again; and I assure you it isa 
surprise. Seven years ago we first 
went down that trail and thought then 
that here would be a run for cattle for 
years tocome. But we found nearly 
every homestead occupied, and places 
where the grass had been 24 feet high 
are now large cultivated fields. 
White houses were dotted here and 
there as far as the eye could see. 

The next place we struck was Edna. 
Here, too, progress seems to be the 
order of the day. School, post office, 
and many other up to date improve- 
ments. The people here seemed to be 
real thrifty and the soil is in sym- 
pathy with them, as it produces 
abundantly. 

Leaving this settlement for quite a 
stretch the Galicians are the proud 
owners of the soil. We won't be too 
hasty in passing judgment on those 
people, but. providence pity the Eng- 
lisb settlers among them. Neverthe- 
less they are making their mark, and 
I have no doubt that in a very short 
time even they will become inde- 
p Khdent. 


Whe next place is that of Mr. 
Hurry Belcher, who seems the very 
essence of good nature. 

Now we come to the Egg lake 
settlement. Here we found the set- 
tlers gave their attention largely to 
stock raising. Stopping at Mr. John 
Borwick’s, we learned that he had 
about 100 head of stock, and culti- 
vates land as well. His place looks as 
though he knew how to be industrious 
and put it to good account. From 
him we learned that. there are many 
more around the lake who have a 
large number of stock, and are in 
good shape. We had an idea that with 
Egg lake we would have to bid good 
bye to civilization as well as white 
people; but there were many sur- 
prises awaiting us. 

Leaving the Victoria trail we head- 
ed for the Saskatchewan once more. 
Here and there we found many set- 
tlers who were largely interested in 
stock, until we came to Mr. Paradis’ 
crossing. The river looks majestic 
here. To our mind Mr, Paradis seems 
to be a charecter. Although alone he 
had as much machinery around him as 
would start the farmers’ mill at Fort 
Sashatchewan. 

Some miles further we came to the 
Roman Catholic mission. We could 
hardly believe our eyes when we 
beheld the fine buildings they have. 
We deeply regretted mot being 
acquainted. They have a fine coun- 
try. around the mission. In fact I 
have not seen any place in the Ed- 
monton district that would suit me 
any better for farming, only it is so 
far away from market. 

Seven miles further on we came to 
the Indian agency. Now sir, as I am 
not a traveller, only a fermer, I was 
in a delimma whether to take the side 
of a bluff or the agency. We had an 
impression that those government 
officials were a stand off kind of 
people, but we ventured. For once, 
at least, we learned that the right 
persons had got in the right place. 
We found Mr. and Mrs. Sibbald all 
that could be desired. Courteous 
communicative and hospitable. We 
learned many things from them as 
regards the Indian department that 
we never dreamt of. Wethink, after 
all, it is good to be an Indian, and 
better still to have such officials to 
look after them, We found in his 
helper, the farm instructor, Mr. Batty, 
a gentleman. We spent a very pleas- 
ant evening with Mr. and Mrs. Batty. 
That gentleman repairéd one of our 
sleighs, and from him we learned the 
road to Whitefish Lake. 


Leaving the agency we crossed a 
beautiful rolling country with fine 
grasses on it. Just the place for 
stock. Allow me to say that no 
where in the Edmonton district have 
I seen anything to compare with the 
cattle I have seen around there. We 
were sorry to learn that there was 
sickness at the Rev. Mr. MeKittrick’s 
home, or I would have called there, 
for I don’t mind telling you now I 
was getting a little of the audacity of 
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a traveller, But the next place we 
ee up at was Mr. Steinhauer’s, an 
ndian stock farmer, having about 
100 head of fine cattle, a credit to any 
rancher. He has used great judgment 
in selecting his place for water an 


hay, having abundance of both, being | 
It was delightfal |’ 


on Cache lake. 
crossing these lakes by the winter 
trail to Good Fish lake. Much fine 
scenery. On the way here we met 
Mr. Smith and wife. Mr. Smith is 
the teacher in the Indian school. Mrs. 
Smith has devoted a number of years 
to the Indian work therefore Mr. 
Smith finds-in her a great help 
They have a good log school house 
well furnished, well taken. care of. 
The attendence is not large, but the 
children are intelligent. As they 
took their places at the blackboard 
they fairly astonished me by the ease 
and the quickness with which they 
worked out their various exercises. 
There seemed to be the utmost con- 
fidence between the teacher and the 
taught. Here I happened with an- 
other accident to my sleigh, but I 
found Mr. Smith was good for some- 
thing more than teaching. With his 
assistance we soon rectified it. 


The next place we stopped «at 
was Mr. Tomkins’, Whitefish lake 
farm instructor. Well, Mr. Editor, 
you will have to get acquainted with 
Mr. Tomkins to appreciate him. My 
poor pen can’t do him justice. At 
the farm at Whitefish lake Mr. Tom- 
kins showed us a neat grist mill run 
by an 18 horse power engine with all 
the up to date fixtures for a mill of 
that size. They have a saw mill, a 
large thresher and a small one. The 
instructor prides himself in his sur- 
roundings. The grist mill was moved 
last summer three miles cut of a low 
place where it had been first erected 
as a water mili. But the water failed 
and of course the rest was of no use. 
Now it is easy of access and suits the 
whole community much better than 
before. I learned that they raised a 
large quantity of wheat ; and this mill 
during the month of December turned 
out 140 sacks of flour. The miller, 
Mr. McGee, deserves great credit. It 
is quite evident by the way he handles 
the mill that he has had some years 
of experience. From there we went 
to Mr. Glass,the Methodist missionary 
of Whitefish lake. Here we got an 
interesting account of the progress, 
the loyalty and fidelity of his charge. 
There is a good day school, of which 
Miss German is in charge, anda 
children’s home. Mr. Glass spared no 
pains in doing all he possibly could 
to make our visit pleasant.
